THIRD PAKT.

The sufferings of Magellan and liis 


men may best be told in the quaint and 
touching words in which Shakespeare 
read them:—"And huuyngem thistymc 
consumed all tlieyr bysket arid oilier 
vyttayles, they fell into such necessytio 
that tliey were enforced to eat the pow- 
der that remayned there of being now 
full of woormes * * Tlieyre freshe 
water was also putrifyed and become 
yelow. They dyd eat skynnes and pyces 
of lether which were foulded abowt cer- 
teyne great ropes of theshyps." [Thus 
did the Captain-General's words come 
true]. "13ut these skynnes being made 
very harde by reason of thesooane rayne, 
anil wyude, they Inmge them byeacorde 
iu tlie sea for a space of foure or live 
ilayse to 
moilylie them, and sodde 


them, and eate them. 
By reasone of 


tiiis famen and unulene feedyuge, giirn- 
lue of tlieyr gummes grewe over tlieyr 
leetlie |a symtorne ol Seurveyj, that 
Uieydyed miserably for hunger. And 
by this occasion dyed XIV. men, and 
liesyde these that dyed, XXV. or XXX. 
men were so sicke that they were not 
able to doo any service with tlieyr 
iiuiides or urines for fubienesse: so that 
was in manner none without summe dis- 
ease, iu three monthes and XX. dayes 
lliey sayled foure thousande leagues in 
one goulfe bye the sayde see cauled 
I'acilictim [that is peaceable.], whiche 
may welle bee so cauled for as muche in 
ail this tyme havyng no syghtof any 
taude, they h;ul no mysL'orlune of wynde 
ur any other tempest * * So that in 
line, if Uod of his mercy hud not given 
them goode welher, il was necessary 
that in this soo greate a sea they should 
all iiave dyed for hunger, whiche uever- 
thelesse they escaped so hardely, that it 
may bee doubted whether ever the like 
viage may be attempted with so goocle 
successe." 


One would gladly know how the igno- 


rant and suffering crews interpreted this 
everlasting stretch of sea, "vaster," said 
Maximilian Trausylvauas, "than the hu- 
man mind could conceive." To them it 
may have seemed that the theory of a 
round and limited earth was wrong after 
all, and that their infatuated command- 
er was leading them out into the fathom- 
less abysses of space, with no welcoming 
shore beyond. Hut the heart of triple 
bronze, we may be sure, did not flinch. 
The situation had got beyond the point 
where mutiny could be suggested as a 
remedy. The very desperateness of it. 
was all in Magellan's favor; for so far 
away had they come from the known 
world that retreat meant certain death. 
The only chance of escaiie lay in press- 
ing forward. 


At last on the (ith of Starch, they 


came upon islands inhabited by savages, 
ignorant of the bow aud arrow, but ex- 
pert in handling their peculiar light 
boats. Here the dreadful sufferings 


as "serving' God and doing his duty." 
So Magellan crossed over to the island 
of Matan, on the 27th of April 1521, and 
was encountered by tlie natives in over- 
whelming force. After a desperate fight 
the Spaniards were oblige to retreat to 
their boats, and theircominander linger- 
ed on the brink of danger, screening his 
men, till his helmet was knocked off and 
his right arm disabled by a spear thrust. 
A sudden blow brought him to the 
ground, aud then, says the chevalier 
Pigafette, "the Indians threw them- 
selves upon him with iron pointed bam- 
boo spears and scimitars, and every 
weapon they had, and ran him through, 
—our mirror, our light, our comforter, 
our true guide,—until they killed him." 


The defeat of the white men convinc- 


ed the king of Sebu that he had over- 
estimated the blessing of Christianity, 
and so, by way of atonement for the 
slight put upon the gods of his fathers, 
he invited some thirty of the leading 
Spaniards to a banquet, and massacred 
them. Among those killed were Bar- 
bosa and Serrano. As the ships sailed 
hastily away the natives were seen chop- 
ping down tlie cross and conducting 
ceremonies in expiation of their brief 
apostacy. 


The blow was a sad one. Of 2,90 men 


who had sailed out from the Gaudal- 
quiver only 115 remained. Tlie consta- 
ble Espinosa was elected,;captain of the 
Victoria and utter a short time Sabas- 
tian Eleano, who had been one of the 
mutineers at Port St. Julian, succeeded 
him in the command. The Concepcion 
was dismantled and burned to the 
water's edge. 
When the Trinidad and 


Victoria, after visiting Borneo, reached 
the Moluccas they found that Francisco 
.Serrano had been murdered by order of 
the king of Tirtor at about the same time 
that his friend Magellan had fallen at 
.Matan. They spent some time in these 
islands trading. The Trinidad being in 
a leaky condition it was decided that the 
Victoria should make for the Cape of 
(rood Iloue without delay, in order not 
lo loose the favorable east monsoon. 
The Trinidad was to be thoroughly re- 
paired, and then take advantage of the 
reversal of monsoon to sail for Panama, 
which had been founded by Pedrarias in 
August lolil. Later in the same year 
-he opposite port of Nombre de Uios was 


BUSTNESSJS BOOMING, 


MILLS REsu-jinro IN ALL PA IITS OF 


THE COUNT it Y. 


A large number of industrial establish- 


ments which have heen closed all sum- 
mer resumed operations last week. En- 
couraging reports come from all parts of 
the country and the money pinch ap- 
pears to be over. In New York the 
last trace of acute stringency in the 
money market has disappeared, there 
being no premium on cash. The banks 
are now paving out money freely, and 
all the banks in Memphis, Tenn., have 
been notified by their New York con- 
nections that they are prepared to ship 
all the money necessary to Memphis to 
move the cotton crop. 


Five Toledo, Ohio, factories that shut 


down during the recent financial depres- 
sion resumed operations last week. 
They are the Ames Bomer Brush 
Works, 300 men; the Malleable Iron 
Works, 300 men; the Milburn Wagon 
Works, 400 men; the Toledo Metal 
Wheel Company, 130 men, and the Snell 
Cycle Fittings Company, increase from 
SO to 230 men. 


The Naumkeag Steam Cotton Com- 


pany at Salem, Mass., have started on 
full time, after a two weeks'sbut down. 
The full force of help 1ms returned to 
work. 


Wiley & Button, of Schaghtylcoke, 


N. Y., have started one of their paper 
mills, and when repairs shall have been 
completed in the other that will be start- 
ed also.

It Wasn't"the Tariff. 


Senator Cullorn, like many other pro- 


tectionists, is positive that the financial 
stringency is due to the success last No- 
vember of the party pledged to a reduc- 
tion of the tariff. The manufacturers 
and banks did not get scared in Novem- 
ber when they fi rst knew Cleveland would 
be able to carry out his policy. Business 
went right along until July last, and then 
at. last, according to the Senator, they 
made up their minds that they ought to 
be dreadfully frightened. Tariff reform 
about that date, according to Senator 
Cullom, suddenly became terrible. The 
shortness of the government's balance at 
the close of Mr. Harrison's administra- 
tion, the exports of gold that alarmed 
Secretary Foster and cut down his gold 
reserve, the tumble in silver when India 
closed its mint to silver—these facts the 
Senator ignores.

fruit and fresh vegetables and meat. 
The people were such eager and pertina- 
cious thieves that their island received 
the name by which they are still known, 
the Ihis de La Bronne, or Isles of the 
I'obbers. 


On the loth of March the three ships 


arrived at the islands which some years 
afterward were named Philippines, after 
I'hilip II. of Spain. Though these ware 
islands unvisitetl by Europeans, yet 
Asiatic traders from Siain and Sumatra, 
us well as from China, were to be met 
there, and it was thus not long before 
Magellan became aware of the greatness 
of his triumph. lie had passed the 
meridian of the Moluccas, and knew 
that these islands lay to the Southward 
within an easy sail. lie had accomplish- 
ed the circumnavigation of the earth 
through its unknown portion, and the 
remainder of his route lay through seas 
already traversed. 
An erroneous calcu- 


lation oflougitudes confirmed him iuthe 
belief that the Moluccas, as well as the 
Philippines, properly belonged to Spain. 
Meanwhile in these Philippines of them- 
selves he had discovered a region of no 
small commercial importance. But his 
brief tarry in these interesting islands 
liad fatal results, and in the very hotir of 
victory the conqueror perished, slain in 
a light with the natives, the reason of 
which we am understand only by con- 
sidering the close complication of com- 
mercial and political interests with relig- 
ious notions so common in that age. 


As the typical Spaniard or Portuguese 


was the-^ persecutor of heresy at home, 
soj^'.'as always more or Jess of a mis- 
sionary abroad, and the missionary spirit 
was in his c;ise intimately allied with the 
crusading spirit. If the heathen resist- 
ed the gospel, it was considered quite 
right to slay him and despoil him. Ma- 
gellen's nature was devoutly religious, 
and exhibited itself in the points of 
strength and weakness most characteris- 
tic of his age. After he had made a 
treaty of alliance with the king of the 
island of Sebu, in which among other 
tilings, the exclusive privilege of trading 
there was reserved to the Spaniards, 
Magellan made the unexpected 
dis- 


covery that the king and his people were 
ready aud even eager to embrace Chris- 
tianity. They had conceived an exalted 
idea of the powers and accomplishments 
of these white strangers, and apparently 
wished to imitate them in all things. 
So iu less than a week's time a huge bon- 
lire had been made of the idols, a cross 
was set up iu the market place, and all 
the people on the island were baptised. 
Sow the king of Sebu claimed allegi- 
ince from chieftains on neighboring 
islands who were slow to render it; and 
having adopted the white man's "medi- 
cine" he naturally wished to test its ef- 
ficacy. 


So the Chriftian king of Sebu de- 


manded homage from the pagan king of 
Matan, and when the latter potentate 
scornfully refused there was a clear case 
for a crusade. The steadfast command- 
ur, the ally and protectorof his new con- 
vert, the peerless navigator, now turn- 
ed crusader as quickly as he had turned 
missionary. These various aspects of 
life's work were all one to him; he 
would have summed Up the whole thing 


founded, aud a rude road through the 
wilderness, connecting these two places, 
was begun. Apparently it was thought 
that the easterly breeze which had waft- 
ed them so steadily across the Pacific 
was a monsoon aud would change like 
the Indian minds—a most disastrious er- 
ror. Of the 101 men still surviving, 54 
were assigned to the Trinidad and 47 to 
the Victoria. The former ships was 
commanded by Espinosa, the latter by 
Elcano. 


When the Trinidad set sail, April Oth, 


Io22, she had the westerly monsoon in 
her favor, but as she worked up into the 
northern Pacific, she encountered the 
northeast trade-wind and in trying to es- 
cape it groped her way up to the fortieth 
parallel and beyond. By that time, 
overcome with famine aud scurvy, she 
faced about and ran back to the Maluc- 
cas. When she arrived it was without 
her main mast. Of her 54 men all but 
19 had found a watery grave; and now 
the survivors were seized by a party of 
Portuguese, and a new chapter of misery 
was begun. Only the Captain, Espinosa, 
and three of the crew lived to see Spain 
agaiu. 


Meanwhile on the 18th of May, the lit- 


tle Victoria, with starvation and scurvey 
already thinning her ranks, with fore- 
top-mast by the board and fore-yard bad- 
ly sprung, cleared the Cape of Good 
Hope, and thence was borne on tbe 
strong friendly current up to the equa- 
tor, which she crossed on the 8th of 
June. Only fifty years since Santarem 
and Escobar, first of Europeans, had 
crept down that coast and crossed it i 
Into that glorious half century what a 
world of suffering and achievement had 
been crowded I Dire necessity compell- 
ed the Victoria to stop at the Cape 
Verde Islands. Her people sought safe- 
ly in deceiving the Portuguese with the 
story that they were returning from a 
voyage in Atlantic waters only, and thus 
ihey succeeded in buying food. 13ut 
while this was going on, as a boat load 
of thirteen men had been sent ashore 
for rice, some silly tongue, loosened by 
wine in the head of a sailor, who had 
cloves to sell, babbled the perilous secret 
of Magellan and the Maluccas. The 
thirteen wereat once arrested and aboat 
called upon the Victoria, with direful 
threats, to surrender; but she quickly 
stretched every inch ot her canvas and 
getaway. This was on the 13th of July, 
and eight weeks of ocean yet remaining. 
At last, on the Otli of. September, the 
thirtieth anniversary of the day when 
Columbus weighed anchor for Cipango 
the Victoria sailed into the Gnadal- 
quiver, with eighteeiiguant and haggard 
survivors to tell the proud story of the 
first circumnavigation of the earth. 


The voyage thus ended was doubtless 


the greatest feat of navigation that has 
over been performed, and nothing can be 
imagined that would surpass it except a 
journey to some other planet. It has 
not the unique historic position of the 
first voyage of Columbus, which brought 
together two streams of human life that 
had been disjoined since the Glacial 
Period. But as an achievement in ocean 
navigation that voyage of Columbus 
sinks into insignificance by the side of 
it. When we consider the frailness of 
the ships, the iinmeasiireable extent of 
the unknown, the mutinies that were 
prevented or quelled, and the hardships 
that were endured, we can have no hesi- 
tation in speaking of Magellan as the 
Prince of Navigators. 


It would have been fitting that the 


proudest crest ever granted by sovereign 
—a terrestrial globe belted with the le- 
gend (Thou first encompassed me) should 
have been bestowed upon the son and 
representative of the hero; but when the 
Victoria returned there was none to re- 
ceive such recognition. In September, 
1521, Magellan's son, the little Rodrigo, 
died, and by March, 1522, the gentle 
mother Beatriz bad heard, by way of the 
Portuguese Indies, of the fate of her 
husband and brother. In that same 
month—"greiviously sorrowing," as we 
are told she died. 


The coat of arms with the crest just 


mentioned, along with a pension of 500 
ducats, was granted to Elcano, who ill 
deserved such honor. Espinoaa was al- 
so, with more justice, pensioned and en- 


ten i>er cent, in wages and a threc-f|iiar- 
lers time schedule is to be adopted by 
the llockviile Manufacturing Company.

Growth of the United States. 


When independence was established 


the bounds of the new country were ex- 
tremely indefinite. The limits of the 
thirteen States were known with reason- 
able exactness, although there were at 
the outset disputes both between the 
States and between tbe United States 
and the European governments whose 
possessions lay alongside ours. The first 
great acquisitiou of territory, says the 
fouth'a Companion, was that of Louisi- 
ana, which Spain had ceded to France 
and which Emperor Napoleon sold to 
the United States for fifteen million dol- 
lars in 1803, when Mr. Jefferson was 
president. Mr. Jefferson did not believe 
that the constitution permitted theUnit> 
ed States to annex foreign territory and 
wished that an amendment should be 
adopted to sanction it, but the amend- 
ment failed after the annexation had 
been accomplished and Mr. Jefferson 
stilled his scruples. Louisiana, as ac- 
quired from France, included the terri- 
tory bounded on the east by the Missis- 
sippi river from its mouth to its source; 
on the north by the line of the British 
possessions; on the west by the Pacific 
ocean to the south line of Oregon. The 
other boundary follows the north line of 
California, Nevada and Utah as far east 
as the Ilocky mountains and thence in a 
general southeastwardly direction, so as 
lo include part of Colorado and most of 
Kansas and the Indian territory and all 
of Arkansas and Louisiana to tlie Gulf 
of Mexico. 


Florida was for many years the object 


of covetousness on the part of our gov- 
ernment, which claimed now-a part and 
now the whole as included in the Louisi- 
ana purchase. The United States finally 
obtained it from Spain in 1819, when Mr. 
Monroe was president. What was known 
MS west Florida—including the part of 
Alabama in which Mobile is situated- 
had already been seized and held forcibly, 
lexas, originally a part of Mexico, set 
itself up as an independent republic in 
1830.

Mr. Keller de- 
clares that "the fundamental principle 
of metropolitan journalism to-day is to 
buy white paper at three cents a pound 
and sell it at ten cents a pound," and 
that "in some quarters it doesn't matter 
how much the "virgin of whiteness of 
the paper is defiled, so long as the defile- 
ment sells the paper." No person of a 
clear understanding and decent instincts 
can read some of the newspapers especi. 
ally some of the great Sunday editions, 
that call themselves "metropolitan," 
without acknowledging the truth of Mr. 
Keller's admission and the justice of Mr. 
Speed's severe strictures. 


It is no small task, adds the Timcf, to 


produce a true newspaper—one that, 
while seeking to satisfy the public crav- 
ing for news, shall present it in a form 
that is useful and instructive, and not 
harmful, dangerous and repulsive by ad- 
ministering to depraved tastes and appe- 
tites. The function of the newspaper is 
the news; the news columns are those 
to which the reader instinctively turns 
while his paper is yet moist from the 
press. It may be local or general, but 
he devours it all, for the modern man of 
intelligence is not content with the hap- 
penings of his town, city or state ; lie 
seeks bis information from the four quar- 
ters of the globe. And what with the 
labor of telephones, mails, telegraphs, 
cables and other quick and perfect forms 
of communication, there is almost no end 
of this useful, instructive and entertain- 
ing news. The man who buys paper by 
the ton and sells it at a considerable 
profit, could amplify this mass of news 
into a hundred pages or more by ingeni- 
ous padding, and make very sensational 
an affair which may be ia fact nothing 
more than commonplace. And this is 
one of the things that the "metropolitan" 
press is doing, which has called out the 
sharp criticisms to which we have refer- 
red.—J-Vens and Printer.

Excepting west Florida, already referred 
to, this is the only territory gained by the 
sword. A strip of land in southern Ari- 
zona was not in the Mexican cession, but 
was bought in ls-53, Pierce being presi- 
dent at the time, for ten million dollars. 
iluis the country became possessed of 
all its present territory between Canada 
on the north and Mexico on the south. 
Alaska was purchased of Russia during 
Mr. Johnson's presidencyin 1867, and the 
sum of seven million two hundred thou- 
sand dollars was paid for it. Its total 
area is almost the same as that of all the 
territory obtained of Mexico by conquest 
and purchase. 


Pursued by a Tornado. 


"I don't believe that fright, ever turn- 


ed a person's hair white off hand," said 
Henry Wctherell, an engineer of the 
Jersey Cenu-.il railroad. "If such a 
thing could happen these locks of mine 
would not be as black as you see them 
low, for, I will venture to say that, no 
man ever went through a more fear-iu- 
spiring experience than I did once. Tell 
you the story 'i Why, certainly. But I 
am not very good at a yam, and I can 
only give you the bare facts without de- 
scriptive ornamentation. 


"It happened this way: The year was 


1878 or 1ST9, I forget which. Anyway it 
was some time in July. The weather 
had been pretty hot, and it was just the 
sort of day for breeding a tornado. 


"But I am getting ahead of my story 


already, not being very expert "in the 
way of anecdote. I was working on a 
one-horse railroad in southern Kansas. 
The superintendent wired me to fetch 
my engine a distance of about seventy 
miles to a place called Peterstown. It 
was wanted to haul a lot of perishable 
freight, mostly market produce, which 
had got shunted off by some accident 
onto a side track aud was in danger of 
spoiling. A suit against the company 
might have followed, and the business 
had to be attended to in a hurry. There 
were only seven locomotives on the road, 
barring two or three that were disabled! 


"Well, not to be too long-winded, I 


got fuel and water aboard its quickly as 
possible and started for Pcterstown, 
taking it rather easily, because the track 
wasn't in condition to stand fast run- 
ning well. I was about an hour out 
from my starling place, and had gone 
sixteen miles perhaps, when I noticed 
some (iiieer-looking clouds on the western 
horizon.

Our Washington Letter. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8, 1893, 


Editor of Compiler: "President Cleve- 


land," said a southern Senator who had 
just left the White House, where he had 
been invited to attend a conference, "is 
not prejudiced against those Democrats 
who are opposed to his financial policy 
as far as it has been announced; and he 
is fully aware of the extent of this oppo- 
sition in the west and south.

Pennsylvania Entertains Thousands of Guests 


at tie World's Fair. 


GOVERNOR PATTISOX'S ADDRESS. 


Pennsylvania was hostess Thursday at the 


Woild's Fair, and right royally did she en- 
tertain tbe thousand; of guests who eagerly 
responded fr> her invitation. The beautiful 
building was most charmingly decorated in- 
side and out with masses of hydrangeas, 
tiger lilies, yellow daisies and other flowers 
and piauts, and preparations were made on 
a grand scale to enteilain the large number 
of guests expected. 


Very early in the morning the crowds be- 


gan to stream towards tbe Fifty-seventh 
street entrance and to close in around the 
Pennsylvania Building, and when Governor 
Pattison. escorted by tbe First City Troop 
and the Naval Reserves, followed by a long 
line of carriages containing State Commis- 
sioners, swept up to the front of the house 
abont 1 o'clock, they passed through one of 
the densest crowds that has been massed 
within the Park. Far down toward the 
lake it swept and snrged. The wide, high 
steps of the Art Gallery, opposite, were black 
with people, New York's building on the 
left was crowded nt every window and porch, 
while Pennsylvania's house itself seemed to 
drop humanity from every point. 


PBOCfcSSION TO TUB GROUNDS. 


The procession formed out at the encamp- 


meut at Hyde Park at 9 o'clock. Firstcame 
a platoon of police, then Governor Pattison 
and his staff and the Pennsylvania Commis- 
sioners in carriages. Then followed the mag- 
U'ficcul First City Troop, of Philadelphia. 
Tbe troops were followed by the Naval Bat- 
talion of Pennsylvania, whose bronzed skins 
and lean faces gnve evidence of the rigid dis- 
cipline they have just undergone during 
their recent crnise. 


In front of tbe Pennsylvania Building a 


large platform was 'erected and beautifully 
decorated with flags, bnnting and potted 
piauts.

The Farm. 


A PASTURE will cease to produce 


grass sooner or later, but it is treated as 
a permanent source of green food tbat 
cannot be exhausted. It requires cour- 
age in a farmer to take his stock off the 
pasture and provide food from;'the gen- 
eral store, but it will make the pasture 
more valuable next season and enable 
it to endure the drought better, should 
the season be dry. During the fall, 
when rains are plentiful, the grass tbat 
has been cropped by the cattle during 
the whole of the period from last 
spring, will have an opportunity to 
make growth and increase its roots and 
feeding capacity, and in so doing it 
secures a position which enables it to 
better withstand the disadvantages of 
winter, and to protect the young plants 
from being thrown out by frost, as well 
as covering the soil. 
Early in the 


spring the grass will grow more rapidly 
and get a good start compared to land 
that has been cropped so closely as to 
appear almost bare. 


FAKMEES buy a great many things 


that they can produce to better advan- 
tage than to buy. Cows, steers, sheep 
and hogs, as well as vegetables, are 
eagerly purchased by farmers, and 
they pay high prices for scrubs. The 
farmer who will not have an animal on 
his farm that he has not bred himself, 
or which is well known to him, will 
sooner or later meet with success. 


Tnu horse needs green food and 


should be allowed grass once a day, if 
possible, even if but a few minutes can 
be afforded for that purpose. Green 
food regulates the bowels and prevents 
ailments due to a continued course of 
food that is seldom varied. 


BROAD tires are being adopted by 


many farmers, and they report favor- 
ably of them. The condition of the 
roads, however, should be considered 
in selecting broad or narrow tires. On 
good roads, that are hard and solid, 
light tires may be used because they 
lessen the load. Broad tires serve best 
on wagons that are to carry heavy loads 
over poor roads. 


TREES appear to live on the poorest 


of soils, yst trees are gross feeders, and 
require an abundance of plant food. 
They exist simply because they feed 
over a large surface, but if not cared 
for, there is a time when they can no 
longer find sufficient food, growth ceases, 
the fruit is imperfect, and the trees die. 


PIGS are sometimes afflicted with lice, 


and should be well washed occasionally 
with soapsuds. The kerosene emulsion 
is also excellent as a lice destroyer. 


FARMERS should take an interest in 


their county fairs. The lairs educate all 
classes. 
— 


THE value of sheep as renovators of 


the soil has long been recognized. Leave 
out the profit that may be obtained 
from mutton, lamb and wool, the pres- 
sence of sheep on the farm adds to the 
fertility of the soil and reduces the num- 
l>er of weeds. The manure from sheep 
is not only evenly distributed over the 
surface, but. is pressed into the soil 
by their feet. Worn out soils have 
been renewed in a few years by being 
given up entirely to sheep. 


THE advantage of using breeds, and 


of gradually improving stock of all kinds 
is shown by comparison. A century ago 
a steer weighing 500 pounds was con- 
sidered something far above the aver- 
age, but at the present time it is not un- 
usual to find a large display of cattle at 
fairs which comprise many weighing 
over a ton each.

"blocky," and they can be got into good 
shape for selling at four or five months 
old. The coarse breeds require longer 
to fit for market, as the lambs are 
coarser and. have larger bones. This 
early maturity of the Shropshire cross is 
a matter of importance for profit. 


ABOUT six years ago some friends in 


the country showed me an asparagus 
plant with stalks of enormous size. I 
learned afterward that my friend's 
plant was probably highly fed with 
blood, as pigs were slaughtered near 
where it grew. So I concluded that 
large-sized asparagus requires a large 
amount of suitable fertilizer.—E. W. L 
in An-.akan Garden. 


AT a recent Royal Counties Society 


Show, held at Southampton, the En- 
glish Jersey Society conducted a one-day 
butter test, in which eight cows com- 
peted. Yield of milk ranged from 19 
pounds, 8 ounces to 36 pounds, 14 
ounces, and butter from 2 pounds, 0 
ounces to 2 pounds, i ounce, the latter 
winning the gold metal. The next 
highest yield was 1 pound, 10} ounces. 
At the JJath and West of England show 
this society's prizes were competed for 
by seven cows, whose milk product 
ranged from 25 pounds, 14 ounces to 40 
pounds, and butter from 1 pound, 7+ 
ounces to 2 pounds.

In the 
spring apply 100 pounds of plaster. 


THIS is the time to seed down for 


a pasture. Use seed from a variety of 
grass, as some kinds will thrive better 
on certain soils than on others. 


THE value of coal ashes as a fertilizer 


is not suflicient to authorize their use 
for that purpose. When the coal ashes 
contain ashes of wood, however, which 
is usually the case, it will pay to use 
them. On light sandy soils <x>al ashes 
have a tendency to make the soil some- 
what heavier, taking the place of cluy 
in that respect. 


THE latest report is that the little 


red spider has found the eggs of the 
Colorado beetle serviceable, and that 
during the past season the spiders: have 
multiplied rapidly and destroyed many 
of the eggs of beetles. The red spider 
is a nuisance, but may be tolerated if 
it will assist in keeping the potato 
beetles in check. 


As excellent wash for trees, to pre- 


vent the attacks of the borer, may be 
made by mixing one gallon of soft soap 
and two gallons of water, and then 
adding a gill of carbolic acid. Remove 
the earth from around the tree, apply 
liberally below and above the level of 
the ground, and return the earth to its 
place around the tree.

iota Cook Heefsteaks.—After secur- 


ing your steaks, and seeing that they 
are properly trimmed, season them with 
a little salt and pepper on both sides, 
rub them with olive oil and let them lie 
for and hour in a cold place. At tlie 
end of this time dredge them very 
lightly with (lour and broil them. For 
broiling, the fire should be clean and all 
tlie dampers turned on to make the 
heat intense and carry oil all the smoke 
of broiling. A steak three-quarters of 
an inch thick should be broiled ten 
minutes to lie red throughout, but cook- 
ed through. The first two minutes it 
should be held near tlie hot coals, so as 
to sear over the surface, first on one 
side and then on the other. Afterward 
it should be lifted up and kept on top of 
the stove or a little distance from the 
coals to complete the broiling. Some- 
times a little fat will drip into the fire 
from the steak while it is cooking. ]n 
such a case lift the gridiron a little 
further from the coals and turn it while 
the smoke of the dripping passes off 
As soon as steaks are done they should 
be spread on botli sides with a little 
maitre d'hotel butter and served at 
once. They may be garnished with po- 
tatoes cut into little balls with a small 
potato-scoop, thoroughly washed and 
drnined. tossed in melted butter and 
browned in an oven for 20 minutes 
Fried onions, crisp and tender, and only 
delicately browned (not a dark greasy 
mass, as they are generally served) 
make a garnish for a steak a la maitre 
d hotel, which is much liked by some 
people reel and cut in slices inedium- 
sixed white onions. Lay the slices in 
milk for five minutes, then in Hour, and 
fry them in a croijuette basket in deep 
lat lor eight minutes. Drain them and 
serve them around the steaks. A steak 
which is broiled over charcoal is always 
liner in flavor than one cooked over 
coal.

Secretary Morten reminds the croakers 


that only abont 3 per cent of all the mer- 
chants escape fnilnre, whereas hardly 3 per 
cent, of the firmere fail. The statistics 
really show that agriculture is safer than 
hsnkinu, manufacturing, railroading, taking 
all things into account. There is no farmer 
of good sense nad good health anywhere in 
the West, Mr. Morton declares, who cannot 
make a good living for himself and family, 
aud that is as well ns the mnjority of men 
are doing in any other pnranit. The man 
who owns a farm and sticks to it is certain 
to profit hy it in the tatnre. There is 
practically no more land to be added to the 
area of cultivation. The snpply of agricnl- 
tnrul products hns reached its limits in tbe 
United States, and mnst now remain sta- 
tionary, while the demand will go on in- 
creasing every year. This implies a gradual 
improvement in prices, and a steady ap- 
preciation of the value of farming lands.
